Just the Beginning for Giffords 


Representative’s return 
to ‘normal’ could be 
hardest work of her life 


Houston 

She inspired the nation with her fairy- 
tale recovery. Now Rep. Gabrielle Gif- 
fords must inspire herself through the 
ordeal of rehabilitation, and doctors 
say it’s likely to be the hardest work 
she’ll ever do. 

Just a couple decades ago, rehab 
was little more than physical thera- 
py for shuffling stroke victims and 
wheelchair-bound quadriplegics. Now 
it’s a sophisticated science at the fore- 
front of treating people such as Gif- 
fords, who was shot in the forehead 
two weeks ago while meeting con- 
stituents in Tucson. An early start 
on rehab is key to limiting perma- 
nent damage, and the Houston hos- 
pital where she will be treated uses 
high-tech tools to push the brain to 
rewire itself 

The Arizona congresswoman 
arrived Friday at the Texas Medi- 
cal Center, where she is expected to 
spend a few days in intensive care 
before moving to TIRR Memorial 
Hermann rehab hospital. Dr. Gerard 
Francisco, the hospital’s chief medi- 
cal officer, said Saturday that she was 
“even more alert today” and progress- 
ing nicely with therapy.

Challenges in Giffords’ Rehab 

The Houston hospital treating Rep. Gabrielle Gif- 
fords said Sunday that her condition is improving 
daily but gave no update on the buildup of brain fluid 
that has kept the Arizona congresswoman in inten- 
sive care. A hospital statement said Giffords would 
continue to receive therapy in the intensive care unit 
“until her physicians determine she is ready for transfer” to a nearby cen- 
ter, where she would begin a full rehabilitation program. They said the 
next medical updates would be provided when that happens, (ap) 



Case May Take Years 

Investigators have been poring 
over surveillance video, interviewing 
witnesses and analyzing items seized 
from Jared Loughner’s home as they 
build a case in the assassination at- 
tempt against Rep.

It’s a case that likely will take years to 
play out as it goes through the many 
phases of the criminal justice system:

No one can predict what her “new 
normal” will be, as the hospital’s CEO, 
Carl Josehart puts it. 

The first step: setting a goal, such 
as being able to live independently or 
to return to work or school. “We try 
to tailor that to what’s realistic,” Jose- 
hart said.

Officials move to ban 
sale of stimulants that 
can cause paranoia 

Fulton, Miss. 

When Neil Brown got high on dan- 
gerous chemicals sold as bath salts, 
he took his skinning knife and slit 
his face and stomach repeatedly. 
Brown survived, but authorities 
say others haven’t been so lucky 
after snorting, injecting or smok- 
ing powders with such innocuous- 
sounding names as Ivory Wave, 
Red Dove and Vanilla Sky. 

Some say the effects of the pow- 
ders are as powerful as abusing 


methamphetamine. Increasingly, 
law enforcement agents and poison 
control centers say the advertised 
bath salts with complex chemical 
names are an emerging menace 
in several states where authorities 
talk of banning their sale. 

From the Deep South to Cali- 
fornia, emergency calls are being 
reported over exposure to the stim- 
ulants the powders often contain: 
mephedrone and methylenedioxy- 
pyrovalerone, or MDPV. 

Sold under such names as Ivory 
Wave, Bliss, White Lightning and 
Hurricane Charlie, the chemicals 
can cause hallucinations, para- 
noia, rapid heart rates and suicidal 
thoughts, authorities say. The chem- 


Designer Chemicals 

The stimulants aren't regulated 

by the U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration. Gary Boggs, an execu- 
tive assistant at the DEA, said there’s 
a lengthy process to restrict these 
types of designer chemicals, but it’s 
a process that can take years. Mis- 
sissippi lawmakers this week began 
considering a proposal to ban the 
sale of the powders, and a similar 
step is being sought in Kentucky. In 
Louisiana, the bath salts were out- 
lawed after the state’s poison center 
received more than 125 calls in the 
last three months of 2010 involving 
exposure to the chemicals, (ap) 


icals are in products sold legally as 
bath salts and even plant foods. 

In Brown’s case, he said he had 
tried every drug from heroin to 
crack and was so shaken by terri- 
fying hallucinations that he wrote 
one Mississippi paper urging peo- 
ple to stay away from the advertised 
bath salts. “I couldn’t tell you why I 
did it,” Brown said, pointing to his 
scars. “The psychological effects 
are still there.” 

Kentucky state lawmaker John 
Tilley said he’s moving to block 
the drug’s sale there. Angry that 
the powders can be bought legal- 
ly, he said: “If my 12-year-old can 
go in a store and buy it, that con- 
cerns me.” SHELIA BYRD (AP)

Despite patrols by an interna- 
tional flotilla of modern warships, 
drones patrolling the Indian Ocean 
off the East African Coast and 


Arabian Gulf, Somali pirates have 
been relentless. Pirates are using 
hijacked vessels to hunt ships from 
Mozambique to Oman, an “unprec- 
edented” growth in range, accord- 
ing to a report by the Internation- 
al Maritime Bureau. 

Before Friday, some raids had 
been launched to save ships boarded 
by Somali pirates within hours of the 
attacks or after being assured the 
crew was locked in safe rooms. 

“The tradition has been to hang 
back and let the pirates take the 
ships back to Somalia. I think they 
decided to take [a] tougher line pure- 
ly because the pirates are becom- 
ing more daring,” said David John-

High-Capacity 
Gun Seizures Up 
After Ban Ends 

Washington 

A Washington Post analysis of Vir- 
ginia gun seizures found the con- 
fiscation of high-capacity weapons 
rose after a federal assault weap- 
on ban was lifted in 2004. 

The Post says guns with high- 
capacity magazines accounted for 
22 percent of the weapons reported 
seized by police last year in Virgin- 
ia. In 2004, when the ban expired, 
they accounted for 10 percent. 

The role of high- capacity mag- 
azines, defined as 11 or more 
bullets under the federal ban, 
has been thrust into the nation- 
al spotlight after the shooting of 
an Arizona congresswoman and 
the deaths of six others. Authori- 
ties say the gunman used a legal- 
ly purchased handgun with a 
31-round clip, (ap) 


Urns that once graced 
Arlington Cemetery 
set to be auctioned off 

Alexandria 

Grand and ornate, the 9 -foot-tall, 
decorative marble urns for decades 
flanked the stage of Arlington 
National Cemetery’s Memorial 
Amphitheater, adjacent to the Tomb 
of the Unknowns. 

Next weekend, however, the two 
urns, designed by the same firm that 
built the Russell Senate and Can- 
non House office buildings, will 
stand not at the forefront of one of 
the nation’s most venerated shrines 
but rather are set to be up for sale 
at the Potomack Company, an Alex- 
andria auction house. 

The urns are literally “a piece 
of history,” as the antiques dealer 
who now owns them likes to say. 


But their historic value is exactly 
why preservationists were stunned 
to learn that they are being sold to 
the highest bidder. 

“It’s alarming to see portions of 


our national legacy being sold off,” 
said Robert Nieweg, director of the 
National Trust for Historic Preser- 
vation’s southern field office. 

How the urns landed in private 


hands is something of a mystery. 

Since 1997, the urns have been at 
DHS Designs, an antiques shop in 
Queenstown on Maryland’s East- 
ern Shore. Darryl Savage, the owner, 
is closing his store and auctioning 
off his inventory, which includes 14 
marble balusters that were part of 
the railing that rings the amphi- 
theater. 

Savage said he acquired the urns 
from another dealer, who he would 
not identify. 

Elizabeth Wainstein, the auc- 
tion house owner, said she hopes a 
philanthropist will buy them and 
donate them to a museum or return 
them to the cemetery. 

But she makes no promises as 
to what might happen on the open 
market. 

“This a public auction, and every- 
one is welcome,” she said. “The high- 
est bidder is the winner.” Christian

A Union Transforming 


In front of Congress, 
Obama will remark 
on a changing U.S. 




In Obama's 

first address to Congress, the 
president spoke about the 
inequities of the health care 
system. In March, Obama 
signed into lawthe Patient 
Protection and Affordable 
Care Act, aimed at expanding 
coverage to virtually everyone 
and preventing insurers from 
denying coverage to those 
with health problems. 


Health care: On Tuesday, 
Obama will stand before 
Congress in the same chamber 
where Republicans voted last 
week to scrap the law (knowing 
the repeal would founder in 
the Senate). At least 26 states 
have united against the law 
in a suitfiled in Florida, and in 
December, a federal judge in 
Virginia ruled a key tenet of the 
law was unconstitutional.

Washington 

Nearly two years ago on a cold Febru- 
ary day. President Obama stood for the 
first time before a joint session of Con- 
gress and spoke of a national day of 
reckoning. 

It was time not just to stabilize the 
shaken economy, he declared, but to 
reach for lasting prosperity. 

His goals were expansive: overhauling 
health care, cutting the deficit, improv- 
ing schools, and finding away out of Iraq 
and a way ahead in Afghanistan. Most of 
all, creating jobs. Jobs by the millions. He 
had big plans and a Democratic majori- 
ty in Congress to help him. 

Still, the nation — and Obama — 
didn’t know how bad it was going to get 
before things started to turn around. 
In 2009, Obama’s first year as presi- 
dent, the economy hemorrhaged near- 
ly 4 million jobs. 

Two years in to his term, as Obama 
prepares to stand before Congress once 
again on Tuesday, he will size up an 
altered State of the Union. 

The economy is on stronger footing. 
There’s a health care law. U.S. troops have 
come out of Iraq and gone into Afghan- 
istan. “The most productive two years 
that we’ve had in generations,” Obama 
has called it. 

Yet he will speak to a radically 
reshaped Congress. His party’s ranks 
have been thinned by voters who deliv- 
ered a harsh verdict in November, and he 
faces Republicans who are sworn to cut 
spending by as much as $100 billion. 

Obama had made an astonishing 
array of promises in his campaign and 
rededicated himself to them early on. 


They ranged from his pledge to open 
American cultural centers in Islamic cit- 
ies abroad (a promise being kept) to his 
vow to repeal the Bush-era tax cuts for 
the wealthy (a promise broken). 

To the Heritage Foundation’s Brian 
Darling, Obama has emerged as the 
“over-promiser in chief.” To the Brook- 
ings Institution’s Bill Galston, Obama’s 
efforts on the economy are the overarch- 
ing achievement of his term so far — and 
key to a successful second half. 

“The real challenge that he has going 
forward is to move the patient from sta- 
bility to recovery,” Galston said. “That’s 
the Step Two.” (ap)

NIH researchers seek currently depressed persons ages 
18-55 to enroll in research studies evaluating how an 
FDA-approved drug, Scopolamine (for motion sickness) 
versus placebo can help with depression. 

In one study, the drug is given intravenously over 
7-sessions (inpatient or outpatient), in the other the 
drug is given by patch over 12 sessions (outpatient). 
Participants must not be taking medications for three 
weeks prior to starting the study. 

The studies are conducted at the NIH Clinical Center in 
Bethesda, Maryland^ and may include brain imaging and 
attention and memory tasks to help understand the 
role of some brain chemicals in depression.
